ooks 1s shown by the faet that smong bis old
Boatlng companions he was familiarly known
a8 Diveler and “Little Devil,” & liloral transiia-
tlon of his true name,

The Murdered Muun,

James A, Wiley by name, was tae captaln of
the canal boat Obio, wioich was plylog on the
Lellgh Navigation Uompany's Lanal, Delween
Mauch Chank and Trenton, New Jersoy.

Captain Wiley, at the time of s death, was
about forty years of age. Ye was [ormerly
a resident of Doylestown, and consequently
was wellknown to many of the people here,
They deseribe bim as belog a man of extreme
lgnorance, apd gifted withh less than the ordi-
nary amoung of natural inteliigence, but s
being by no theans evil or quirrelsome In dis-
pesition, although he was much given to dissi-
pation. He had followed the calilng of a boats
mau for many yearsjand had a wile nod two or
t.hr:a children dependent upon him for sup-
port,

The Hvents Before the Murder.

Previous to the commission of the erime,
Teufel was living at a public house kept by Ra-
doiph Br pst, on ‘Lhird street, near Buttouwood,

Phiindr hia, Here he had beeu residing for
about” / month, hl\?luﬁ for his companlon o
goods  Klng woman aboul twenly-lwo years
ofag ¥ the nameof Kate Hunter, who passed
for #lfe, Being poor, and having no regular
call , he was undoubtediy pressed for the
nee ATy means o continue 1o this easy caresr
of JApution, and this is the only motive that
ou have impelled him to the commission of
& dof bluod, His sclection of Wiley for s
v n 18 supposed Lo huve been owlng to some

€ 5 ¢rudge between the two, as Teufel bad visis
el Wiley's bouse, near Buckvlile, in Hayeook
township, three several tlmes previous to the
murder, sud dellberately altempted L polson
the wind of Mrs, Wiley ugainst ner husband, in
the nbsence of the letter. One of these visitg
w0k place just two weeks belore the crime, and
on thiat oceasion Tenfel Informed Mrs, Wiley
that her bosband was acting very badly In
Philadelphin, vy frequenting honses of ill-fame,
Mrs. Wiley declared ber Intention of informing
her husband of this, when Teufel sald that, if
Wiley denied it, he would as soon kill him as
look at him, Teulel, In company with another
man, agaln visited the hounse on the evenlng
before the murder, bul left as usoal before
Wiley's return, _

The last trip made by the canal boat Ohlo
was to Treuton, N. J,, frelghicd with conl
While they were unloading nt this pluce Teufel
visited the bowt several tinos. & first chme
on Wednesday, the 2ist of November, remiino-
ing until abouts o'clock on Thursday. It sesmis
thal he then made o visit to hls ‘.umrdln%_pmw
in Philadelphia, which he again left on Friday
mornlpg. arriving at Trenton about noon, On
that afternoon the Ohio wag rendy to start on
her upward trip, Previous Lo leaving, Wiley
recelved from Willlam Hutouinson, the Trea-
surer of the Fast Trentou Poreelala Company,
a recelpt for $101+00 1or fretght, 83 for wares, nad
aehet'lt' for §58-51 on the Mechunlcs' Nutionnl
Bank, for carrying frelght, wlileh was after-
wards caghed at the banlk,

Aboul three hours beforsthe boat left Trenlon
Teufel enme on board, and when the starl was

Teufel's friends, discradit lmi this story from
the very first, told him that h

Teoufel was told that this story would not do,
when he gald forther, “No one knows but
you three, and If youn want to tell you maay,
al the same lime drawing and cocking a plsiol,
Ile remuined In the honse aboul an hour, ours-
ing, and planning his escape, Alone lime he
endeavored to clean from his Faumlmnﬁ the
blood of the murdered man, with whioch they
were spattered; bul which, as he sald, was dif-
ferent from other blood, and would not cume
off, Heexpressed n determination to esoupe,
and sald that If ho encountered anyone on Lhe
road he should be obliged 1o shoot bim,

The father of the gullly man, who has the
reputation of being honest and upright, was
deeply shoeked by the news of his son's crime,
and gought to discover If there were not gsome
palliating elrcnmstances connected with the
affalr, So, when young Teufel started for the
door, Intending, as he sald, to go over to Qua-
kertown and take the cars from that place the
next day, the grief-stricken father fallowed
him, saylng:~3*Albers, could yon not jumop Into
the cannl? You might have swioin Lo gel awny
from Wlilay." To this he gave no answer,
but mklnr his father's hnand, placed iton his
breast, as if to signify that Wiley had eaoght
hold of him_ there, He further sald to
his father thar Wiley told him he eould not go
with the Intter's wife, and that they fought like
tgers, Wiley clinching him as if e were in a
vies, He clalmed that it was only when he saw
he could not get looge from Wiley's grip that he
reésorted to the last means of mrlide’?ﬂuuc. This
story giave the poor fatliersome littls comfort, so
that he urged his son not Lo attempt an escipe,
It all these things were true, But the gullty
wreteh was bent upon leaving the nelghbor-
i hood, at least, and after siriving In valn to in-
duoe the boy Harman, or is own father, o
benr him company for a short distance, he
started off at § o'oloek on Sunday morning,
provided by his father with a few dollars,
wherewlith to pay his way to Pallndelphia, At
t o'clock on that same morning, Teonfel ap-
peared at a tavern at Quakertown, and was
provided with breakfast, Immediately alter
which he disappeared,

Discovery of the Murder.

About 8 o’clock on Sunday morning, Novem-
Der 25, William Wyker left hils bouse In Nar-
rowsville and proceeded to the eanal, for Lhe
purpose of passing boatls through the lock, He
cume npon the Onlo, and finding no one in
¢hurge, looked 1mto the cabin, where, Lo his
horror, he saw the corpse of Wiley, The body
Iay upon the baeck, Just in front of the oabin
door. The hands were half clenched, one leg
wasdrawn up, the eyes and mouth were wide
open, the latter belng stuffed with pleces of
a blouse, while around the neck wnas a rope,
which was tied in front, and druwn Lightly just
aver the Adam’s apples. The dead man's hat
Iny under hls head, the pocketls of his panta-
loons were turned inslde oul, on tue floor by
his side lny two open pocket-books, and marks
of blood wera senttered about, An examing-
tion of the body disclosed two gunshot wounds,
one on the back, and another on the slde of the
head.

The Inguest

was held at onee, the Erlnt‘lpui witness belng
the boy, Harman Rick, the only person who
had nny positive knowledge of the atialy,
50 tarritled was he by thgalesperate acts of
Teufel that he deliberntely P ured bimsell by
repeating the story enjolueéd upon him by the
murderer, of afourth person who csme upon
the boat, and with whom Wlley was to return
in the morning, The father of Teunflel wished
Lthe boy to tell the whole truth at this time; but,
a8 he subsequently stated at Lhe trial, he was
afrald 1o do so, lest Teufel, who was stlll at
| large, should return and murder them all in
| revenge,

Notwithstauding the story of the boy, efforts

were made at once to segure the
Arrest of the Murderer,

Teufel reappeared at his boarding place on
Thied street, Pilladalplila, aboul § ¢'clock on
the evening of Sunday. Although be did not
give any money to his mistress, kate Huntler,
ne weul to the room of the proprietor's
mother, paying her ten dollars on account of
g board, and promising to give fifteen dollars
in nddition, the amount of his Indebtedness, on
the followlng morning.

| him the payment of a billl. Soon after, Mr,
Churles Welk, of Bristol, who had known
Teulel for aboul sixteen years, and from whom
he had stolen & mule, arrived at the house and
fnguired for him, Teufe!l refused to comadowi
to the bar-room, but he went out into the yard,
and from that place Jooked into the bar-room
Lo see who was in questof him, Hethen wenl up
Into a vacant room on the thivd loor. Mean-
while, Mr, Welk procesded to an Alderman’s
oflice, where lie proenrsed a warrant for Tenfal's
arresl, on the charges of atealing & mule, not

knowing then that the person of whom
he wis In  search was suspocted of
being a murderer, HMe then returned

to the house {n company with the polics, who
went to worlk to discover Teafsl's lnricing place.
This created an intense excllement in the
house, which was inoreased still further when
Sergeant John T, Murray encountersd Kate
Huuter on the stalrway, and lufurqu her
thnt he was about Lo search her room, To this
uhe flercely and profanely objected, but ns more
policemen arrived, they mude their way up
stnirsg, nnd after sesrching every room, disco-
vered and arrested Teufel 1n the ctu‘ﬂy altic,

Tho behinvior of the prisoner at the time of
his arrest was bold and deflant, and withoutl
any regard Lo his future welfare at the hands of
justice, Heavowsd himsell to ba the man of
whom they were in search, but deelared thut
he *would not go with the d—d Daleh, and that
they eould not take him,” When Teufsl
renehed the bar-room, where were yome of the
men who had been after bim that day before
hils arrest, his e became unbounded, He
strove hard to got loose, to *“make shorl work
of the Datchmen,” as he sald; and 1n the seaflle
which snsued, the police, with geeat difficaluy,
provented him from Inflicting personal injary
upon theobjects of is hatred, In hislmpotent
wrath e had the small satisfotlon of infliot-
fug & kick apon one of them,

The Trial.

Teufel was sonduoted Lo Doylestown and
lodged in jeil, and, a8 the boy Harmann Rick
bad recovered fYom his fear of violence,
he divaiged the whols trath 1o the District
Attorney.

The Murderer Accuses his own Father
of the Crime.

In response to the question as to whether he
had anything to say why the sentence of the
luw should not be passed upon him, Teufel salld
that ** he was innocent of the eharge agalust
him. Othor parties were the gullty ones, Chris-
tian Teufel and Harman Rick had commiited
the deed for which be was to sufler. Chrise
tlan Teurel had told nim thnt he would only go
to the Penltentinry, and had that been all pe
should have remalued sllent, But now he falt
It his duty to make kKnown the renl perpes
tratora of that devilish aet, He sald it wos
another Arthur Spring cnse, Arvthor Spring
tried to gel his son huang, but lostead of that
got bung himselr"

But thlx appeal of the prisoner fell on dis-
croditing ears, So conclusive was the proof of
his puilt that Mr, Carver,one of his counsal,
was constrained to say:—

“I cannot say that I dicugree with the jury in thele
fMnding. 1 think the evidence was sulliclent—amply
sufficlent to Justlry them in reddering the verdiet they
did. The charce of your Honor was striotly impartinl,
Wit it I bave no fault o find, The trinl was s Isir
one; and the Jury o thele finding did bat thelr duty,
hiowever painful that doty may bhave beéen to thoem."”
The Jjudgment of the Uourt was then pro-
snutlmed, the prisoner belng sentenced to

eath,

The Behavior of the Prisoner Durlng
the Trinl

was not enleulated o win many considerations
of mercy on the part of the judge, jury, or spec-
tators., Aslde froma slight tinge of Lthe face, he
seemed perfectly indifferent to the proeedings
and their eifect upon his own fate, A mistake
by :mi‘ of the witnesses, however, would con-
vulse him with lnughter, Much of the time he
would recline at ease in the dock. and attempt
torelleve the tedium by sleep, In passing to
and fro from the court room, he would in-
dulge In ghoeking profanity; and once, when
person hifppened to stand in his path, beadmin-
istered a violent kick by way of rebulke.

In some of the wslimony, nowever, Toufel
man lfested conslderable interest. When Har-
man Rlck was on the stand he eyed bim pler-
clogly,but without any other apparent emotion

ave way to tenrs. It was the evidence of Mr,
Vells, however, that arossed hig passion to the
ptmost, Atope time durlng the trial he com-

The Prisoner Attempts to Avert His

A Wife Murder In the Fourth Ward.

IYor some time past Charles Gottfried Walbel,

quarrelling with bhis wife, Ann. On one ocen-
sion be was arrested by the Fourth Preciooet
Polloe for having bealen ber, and loecked np for
the night. On Monday evening they gquar-
relled, Walbel wishing ber to come in from the
strest, and she deelinipg to do so.
fiually appealed to Officer Van Dusen, of the
Fourth Precinot, to arrest hils wife becauss ol
bot refusal o obay him, The ofMlcer declined to
do so,and Mra, Walbel then aslced him toarress
ner husband, This he also declined to do, bat
informed them thal if they did nol go into the
huuse aud stopgquarrelling he would be foroed
to arrest both of them for disorderly conduol,
The woman then went into the house and
cloged the door, and Walbel then went to the
copeert saloon in the basement of the Atlantic
Hotel, located at the corner of the New Bowery
and Oliver street, where heo is employed as
panist, Theproprietor of the saloon, August
‘mm!g, noticed that he was very exaltable, and
yuestioned him as to the cause, and was In-
rormed by Watbel that he had quarrelled with
his wife, Atll o'clock P. M. he was agaln met
by OfMiesr Van Dosen, aud In the course of &
ponversation with the ofMicer Informed him
thit his wife hnd on one occasion left him for
gix months and HUved with another man, and
guring that interval bad pot once called Lo see
per infant child, Soon after this conversation
he returned to the saloon where he wis em-
sloyed, aud remained there untll1io'clook A,
M, Thequarrel was apparently uot reuowed
on bls return,

A few momenis before 6 o'clock yesierday
morning, & screlm apparently uttered Ly a
woman Was heard to proceed from the sieeping
apartment of the palr, located o the reat {:?thu
frst floor. In s moment afler the shatter nud
shash of Lhe front door wos o burst open by Mrs.

Moments she expired from hiemorrhage, The
body was subsequently eonveyed to the Foarth
Precinel Biation House, where Ooroner Gover
held sn Inquest at 215 o'clock P, M.

A number of wilnesses wore sxamined, and
their lestimony corroborates the above necount
in every particulsr, No one, as far as onn be
nscf‘rlsmed. actually saw the assanlt com-
mitted.

Dr. John Beach made & post- mortem ¢ xami-
nation of the body of de&-p:ned, ant found an
incised wound about an inch In length, and
extending inward. Both earolid arteded on
the left side of the neck and the jugalar vein
were severed, Deatn resulted from himemorr-
hage., The weapon with whilel the wound was
Inflioted was & razor, which was found on the
floor of Lhe store covired wilh blood, and |
votobed in Lwo or Lthree pluces where the edge |
bad eome in contact with Lne vertebral colnmun,
The Jury rendered a vordiet agalnst Walbel,

Decunsed was & nalive of Germany, aged 20
yenrs, Bhe was married to Walbel in 1843
They have nol lived happily together, she
buving, nccording to the statement of ons of
the witnesses, who was told tbhe faot by de-
censed, loft her husband two or three times on
meconnt or 11 usage, The Uitleson (aboul two |
years of age) of the deceased, has been taken
In charge by Mr. Van Meter, of the Howard
Misslon,

Immediately after learning of the murder,
Captaln Thorn despatehed officers in pursuit of
Walbel, and be ean scarcely esoape, He Isn
Germau, forty-one years of age, aboul five fest
six Inches In height, has thin light-cplored
side whiskers and moustache; two froot teeth
are missiog. He was dressed in a dark sack
cort with side pockets, dark pants, low-erowned
bleek Derby hat, and talks with & streng Ger-
man geeent.,

From an examination of the apartments
tately oconpled by the deceased and her hus-
baud, it appears that the first assault was com-
mitted while the womun wis in bed, as the bad-
vlothes were spotted with blood, Bhe probably
sprang from bed and ran loto the front rpom,
followed by Walbal, wherée he again assaulted
ber. Hlood is here seattered over the counter,
on the wall, furniture, and #loor of the apart-
Iny nt,

Tne house where the assault was commitied
Deurs o most nuenyiable charpcter, 1Lt is pecu-
pled by familles of the poorer class, and guarrels
aml fights are so frequent us not Lo exclle com-
menl, 1t was bere that Frank Ferris, who was
tely execated nt the Tombs, murdered his

‘ile by cleaving her head with an axe, and
severnl yedrs since a sallor was thrown from an
upper window to the pavement and Ionstantly
killed, The perpetrators of this last-mentioned
crime have never been discovered.—New York
Tribune tosday.

RECONSTRUCTION.

Order of General Pope Providing for the
Reglstration of Voters.

The Alabama papers of April 11 contain
General Order No. 5 of Major-General Pope,
dated at Montgomery, April 5,  After setting
forth the provisions of the Reconstruction law,
and the oath reguired to be taken by voters,
the order says:—

In order to execnte the provisions of the aet
referred to with as llttle delai' a8 possible, the
commanding officers of the Distriots of Ala-
buma, Georgin, and Florlda will proceed lm-
mediately to divide those Stales into conve-
nient distriets for mif)lslmuun. alded by sach
lnformation on the subject as they have or ean
obtalp, It 18 sugeesied thoat the elaction dls-
tricts in each Stute which in 1800 sent a memn-
ber o Lthe most numerous brnnech of the State
Legisiature, will be found o convenlent divi-
sion for registriation. It 1s desirable that ln all
cuses Lthe reglsters shounld be elyilians, where JL
Is lmpossible to obtaln such as come within
the provisions of the sol, and are otherwlse
suitable persons; and that military officers

shall not be used for thls purpose except
in case of actoal necessily, The
compensation for Heglsters will be fixed

hereafter, but the general rule will be abserved
of graduating the compensation by the number
of recorded voters, To euch list volers shall
be appended the oath of the Reglster or Regls-
ters that the names have beén faithiully re-
oorded, and represent actual legil voters, and
thint the same man does not appear under dif-
ferent numes, The lie%lsmrﬂ are specifically ln-
structed Lo see thatall Information concernlng
their politieal rights is given toall personsenti-
tieu Lo vole undérthe act of Congress, and that
they are made respousible that every suoh
legal voter has tho opportunity to record his
nume,

As speedily as possible, the names of persons
chosen for Registers shall be communicated to
these Hewndguarters for the approval of the
Commanding General,
